Killing Ross Shot fler- 
self Through heart 


TRAGEDY WAS ENACTED 
IN A DOCTORS OFFICE 


Ross Was Called To Death by ’phone 
He Was Talking of His Wedding 
To Another Girl, When Old 
Sweetheart Summoned 
Him, 


Oil City, Pa., Apri] 24.—Thaddeus 5S. 
Ross, 35 years old, a clerk in the post- 
office here, was shot and instantly killed 
today by Miss Isabelle Stroup, 28 years 
old, a former «weetheart, who immediate- 
ly shot herself through the heart. Both 
victims of the tragedy were of prominent 


families. The shooting occurred in the 
office of George W. Magee, where 
Miss Stroup had called Ross by telephone, 
while he was dining at his home. 

Dr. Magee was absent from his office 
when the shooting occurred, and knew 
nothing of the tragedy until he returned 
and the two bodies partly prevented the 
office door from being opened. Miss 
Stroup was employed in a hospital in 
‘Bradofrd, ‘Pa., and arrived here at noon. 
She went directly to the physician’s of- 
fice, from which place she called Ross. 
Ross was to have been married tonigit 
to Miss Drusilla Sampsell, of this place. 
Miss Sampsell is prostrated. 

Called to Death Talking of Wedding 

Ross was dining at home with his fam- 
ily discussing the coming marriage cere- 
mony when the telephone rang. His 
father answered the call, and a woman's 
voice made inquiry for ‘‘Thad”’. Mr. Ross 
called his son, and the young man, after 
answering, picked up his hat and told the 
family he had to go to the doctor’s of-

She Put Three Bullets in Ross. 

Ross had seated himself in a large 
chair and apparently while talking to the 
girl had placeq both hands on the trous- 
ers pocket. The girl wore long black 
kid gloves, but before doing the shooting 
had pulled both her hands from the gloves 
and they hung loose from her wrists. It 
is thought she walked over to the chair 
in which Ross was seated and shielding 
the 32-caliber revolver with her dress, 
fired the first shot at his heart. Wishing 
to make sure of her work, the girl fired 
two more shots. Standing over her. vic- 


tim she then sot herself. The revolver 
dropped from her hands ang was found 
near her body. 

Misg Stroup was born in this county 
twenty-eight yearg ago. Both her pa- 
rents are dead, and she is survived by 
one sister and two brothers, who live at 
Coal Hill. Ross was a veteran of the 
Spanish-American war and later served 
in the Philippines.

Pittsburg, Pa. April 24.—As a pre- 
cautionary measure twenty-two de- 
tectives and a squad of uniformed po- 
licemen were stationed in the Carne- 
gie Music hall tonight during the ad- 
dress of Senator Benjamin R. Tillman, 
of South Carolina, who discussed the 
race problem before the Park Avenue 
(Allegheny) Athletic Club. Several ex- 
citing incidents occurred, but no 
trouble resulted. There were but ten 
negroes in the audience, which filled 
the Music hall to overflowing. 

At the close of the address, in which 
he declared the races in the south 
were gradually becoming more op- 
posed to one another, Senator Tillman 
called for a vote of the audience as to 
whether the negro was the equal of 
the white man. The entire audience, 
except the ten negroes, voted in the 
negative. 

One man took exceptions to Till- 
man’s remarks and made several in- 
terruptions. Tillman made him admit 
he came from Europe and he bitterly 
denounced Europeans who undertake 
to judge questions concerning this 
country. 

In discussing whether the negro can 
be educated, Senator Tillman declared 
that Booker T. Washington was the 
harbor of refuge and safety to which 
people flee when other places fail, and 
that Booker T. Washington was but 
one negro in ten million and was half 
white at that.

After consuming two entire days in 
argumeat, the petition of the larm- 
ers’ Union, asking for a reduction of 
passenger rates, was taken under ad- 
visement by the railroad committee at 
7 o'clock last night, at which hour the 
argument for the petitioners was con- 


cluded by Hooper Alexander. 
Possibly the distinctive feature of 


the hearing was the lengthy report of 
S H. Hardwick, general traffic man- 
ager of the Southern, who declared that 
if reduced rates were imposed the 
Southern would be compelled to aban- 
don double tracking between Atlanta 
ard Washington and Atlanta and Bir- 
mingham—improvements which were 
now imperative. Mr. Hardwick sub- 
mitted a statement showing that the 
Southern’s average rate in Georgia, ar 
the result of reduced rates for special 
occasions, was only 2 3-10 cents per 
mile. Mr. Hardwick’s address abound- 
ed in figures and was by far the most 
iinportant showing by the railroads. 

Charles I. Stone, of the Louisville 
and Nashville, also submitted a long 
report of the conditions of his road in 
Georgia. His figures showed a deficit 
all along the line for the years it has 
operated in the state and laid partic- 
ular stress on the fact that it was not 
fair to impose a low rate.in a state 
so sparsely settled as Georgia; that it 
amounted to confiscation. 

During Mr. Stone’s speech some mer- 
riment was caused by the fact that 
Hon. Hooper Alexander, attorney for 
the petitioners, fell asleep and did not 
awake until its conclusion. 

Colonel A. lL. Lawton, of Savannah, 
appeared for the Central of Georgia:

Air Line.

He claimed to not know when the 
second barrel of the gun was fired, 
and repeated his story of the firing 
of the first shot. 

Lyle denied that he was drunk on 
the day of the killing and declared 
that he and his wife were on the 
friendliest of terms. 

The court room has been crowded all 
day, and this afternoon the doorways, 
aisles, rostrum and every other place 
where standing room could be secured 
was occupied. More than a hundred 
ladies were present, and only a few 
persons in the house remained seated be- 
caused of the crwoded condition, 

Witnesses Were Examined.

During the morning session of the 
court a number of witnesses for the 
state and the defendant were examin- 
ed. Just before taking the stand to 
make a statement to the jury, Lyle 
was smiling and seemed to be in a very 
cheerful mood. 

Among those who testified for the 
state was Henry Arrington, an uncle of 
the murdered woman. He testified that 
while he knew of Mrs. Lyle before she 
married, he was not aware that she 
was a resident of Waycross until the 
morning of the day on which Mrs. 
Lyle was killed, when she came to 
his house just before noon. He then 
went out and found Lyle, and he prom- 
ised to let his wife go home to her 
parents. Lyle occompanied Mr. Ar- 
rington home, where his wife had re- 
mained while Mr. Arrington was look- 
ing for Lyle. Lyle kissed his wife and 
later they left the Arrington home. 
and Mr. Arrington did not see them 
any more until between 4 and 5 o'clock 
that evening going toward their home, 
and he stopped them. Lyle had a 
gun on his shoulder, and on taking the 
gun down he unbreached it, and Mr. 
Arrington discovered that it was un- 
loaded. 

Physician Testifies. 

Dr. J. H. Latimer was placed on the 
stand and stated that he visited the 
jail and made a physical examination 
of Lyle on last Sunday. He found him 
to be a man of ordinary intelligence, 
but one who was of an extremely ner- 
vous temperament. Dr. Latimer gave 
a description of the anatomy of a man 
regarding the effects of nervousness 
to a person’s muscles.

lished. He declares that the statement 
that the daughter of Judge Loving was 
crugged and assaulted by young Estes ‘s 
false, and that Judge Loving, in his state- 
ment before the bail commissioner, did 
not make such an allegation. 


The Girl Was Drunk‘ 

Shipman is acting in behalf of the 
friends and relatives of young Estes, who 
are apparently determined to sift the af- 
fair to the bottom. He claims that the 
only provocation Judge Loving had was 
that Miss Loving had become intoxicated 
from a drink of whisky given her by 
young Estes.

are absolutely no 
grounds for Judge. Loving to have 
been of the opinion that Estes had 
wronged his daughter during the Sun- 
day evening drive with her. 

The statement is made that while Estes 
and the girl were driving together the 
young man gave the girl a drink of 
liquor from a flask which he had in 
his pocket, and the impression is 
sought to be made that the young 
woman was intoxicated and no more. 


Not Guilty of Assault. 

Indeed, there is a growing belief 
here, as in Nelson county, that Estes 
was guilty of no assault on the young 
lady and that she was not drugged, 
despite statements to the contrary, and 
this, it is clafmed by many, is borne 
out by the fact that Estes made no ef- 
fort to conceal himself on Monday. 

In addition to this, his family claim 
that when he drove from his home in 
Lovingston, 
Ridge, to attend to business, he went 
to the home of County Clerk F. L. 
Kidd, where Miss Loving spent the 
night, and volunteered to accom- 
pany her home. Saying she did not feel 
well, she did not go home with him, 
and remained there until her mother 
called for her ang t@ok her home.

CAR SHORTAGE 
T0-BE REMEDIE 


Decisive Action Vaken by the 
Railway Association, 


RAILWAYS TO BE PENALIZED 


When They Fail to Return Cars 
Promptly After They Have Been 
Unloaded—This Penalty Is in 
Addition to the Per Diem 
Charge Now in Force. 


Chicago, April 24.—Decisive action 
was taken here today by the American 
Railway Association at its meeting to 
remedy ‘the car shortage, which for 
several months has been causing s0 
much werry among shippers throughout 
‘tthe country, so far as the trouble has 
been due to the lack of proper and 
equitable interchange arrangements. 

The failure of some roads to furnish 
sufficient quota of equipment for their 
own traffic and the failure to provide 
and enforce proper rules for the return 
of foreign cars to their own roads are 
responsible for the shortage and to reme- 
dy the evil the association today adopt- 
ed a rule, to be confirmed later, by let- 
ter ballot of all the railroads, providing 
that any railroad which shall hereafter 
not return promptiy to its owner, afier 
unloading all cara consigned to it, will 
be penalized $5 for each car so used, to 
be paid to the owner of the car, This 
penalty is in addition to the per diem 
charge of 50 cents, which after July |! 
each railroad must pay for each car not 
its own which may be on its lines. 

In order to make the new rule more ef- 
fective the principle of publicity is to 
be invoked through the instrumentality 
of the so-called car clearing house re- 
cently established in Chicago. Up to the 
present time this committee has confined 
itself to gathering confidential statis- 
tics. By the adopfion of the rule the 
chairman of the committee is now au- 
thorized to send to each of the members 
a statement comprising the information 
already collected as to the car location, 
percentage of equipment on line, of total] 
owned and unfilled car orders. 

This the association believes will en- 
able each railroad in the country to 
know exactly which lines are delinquent 
in the matter of furnishing adequate 
cars or failing to return cars to their 
home lines.

COTTON INDUSTRY BOOMING

Thie Condition Is World-Wide, Ac- 
cording to President MacCall. 
Everything, However, That 
Enters Into Cost of Pro- 
duction Is High. 


Boston, April 24.—The annual meeting 
of the National Association of Cotton 
Manufacturers opened in Huntington 
hall, Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, today for a two days’ conven- 


tion. Many important papers on the cot- 
ton industry have been prepared and 
for the chief social event of the gather- 
ing a banquet was arranged for the 
evening at the New Brunswick hotel. 

The first session was called to order 
by President James M. MacColl, of 
Providence, R. f., and after some pre- 
liminary routine business the delegates 
were welcomed to the Institute of Tech- 
nology by President nry Smith Pritch- 
ett, while the city’s dom was ex- 
tended by Mayor John F. Fitzgerald. 

President MacColl’s address followed 
and among the other speakers were 
Wverett W. Burdette, of this city, who 
spoke on “Corporations and the Public 
Welfare;’’ Harvey Stuart Chase, of Bos- 
ton, on “The Cost of Maintenance and 
Deprecation in Cotton Mills,” and J. K. 
Rowlett, of this city, whose toplo was 
“Taxation and the Valuation with Ref- 
erence to Industrial Plants.” 

Mr. McColl said: 

“T am glad to congratulate you upon 
the continued activity and prosperity 
of our industries. Their condition seems 
to be world-wide, There is adequate con- 
sumption or at least demand to employ 
every spindle and loom. A year ago we 
recorded Emgland’s increase of 6,250,000 
spindies. The latest reports show 10,- 
000,000 spindles added or projected with- 
in five years, which equals the growth 
of the previous thirty years. In our 
own country there has been a normal 
addition of spindles so imports of cotton 
manufacturere have increased during 
1806 as compared with 1905 $!4,500,000, 
or 26 per cent; exports have diminished 
$13,600,000, or 24 per cent: yat there 
is no evidence of oversupply or glut- 
ting the markets. Extension of foreign 


| trade is for the moment ignored on ac- 


count of the home demand absorbing all 
the output. 

“Everything that enters into the cost 
of production is getting on to an ex- 
cessively high level. It is hardly to be 
expected that the present tariff can pre- 
vent large importations of foreign goods 
unless we can maintain our lead in 
the use of labor-saving methods and de- 
vices, But the fact is that our foreign 
competitors are keenly alive to the situa- 
tion and are rapidly adopting American 
improvements and there are already 
many\ mills abroad that are fully equlp- 
ped with every American device. As soon 


as there is a reaction abroad we expect 
a reaction here.”’ 


President MacColl, discussing cotton 
exchanges, said that in his opinion the

He spoke of the build- 
ing of extensive shops at Waycross, 
Ga.. which would employ 4,000 men, 
and would be the largest south of 


Louisville. 
Art of Rate Making. 

Ww. A. Winburn, of the Central 
Georgia. said in part: 

He said the principle of rate making 
{2 not based upon an arbitrary rule, 
and does not follow any particular 
course. Ratemaking. said, is not 
an exact science. “Railroad rates are 
the result of experience and ex)peri- 
ments on the part of both the railroads 
and the shippers and travelers, in a 
measure,’ said he. “The original ar- 
rangement of freight rates was a very 
simple affair, based on weight, classes, 
etc. The system has gradually broad- 
ened, until] now we have many classes. 
and the subject is now a question of 
study.” 

Mr. Winburn said rates seem to be 
representative of an effort of the roads 
and the public to apportion the neces- 
gary income. 

“They are made low enough to move 
the business, and, so far as possible, 
high enough to bear their share of ex- 
penses of operation, etc,’ said the 
speaker. 

“There is no way of separating any 
one rate and ascertaining by any 
known rule if it is the rate that should 
be changed,’ he added. The very na- 
ture of things, he stated, would result 
in lowering freight rates in time. 

Mr. Winburn continued by saying 
passenger rates are based on a different 
theory. He thought the per mile rate 
the best for passenger business, and 
it was evident, he stated, that freight 
must move on a different basis. 

Cheap passenger rates are made on 
the belief that the increased trade 
leaves a margin of profft, he said. | 

Here Mr. Alexander interrupted to} 
ask a question. He said the net income 
of the Ceneral was $2,750,000. He 
wanted to know of Mr. Winburn.

Judge John I Hall, representing the 
Georgia, Southern and Florida, stat- 
ed that his road had filed an answer 
to the matter of its reclassification. 
Attached to the affidavit is an exhibit 
showing amounts of business in Geor- 
Bia. Judge Hall said a cut to two 
and one-half or two cents would be 
bad enough if confined to the state, 
but it would not be so confined. 

Chas. I. Stone, general passenger 
agent of the Louisville and Nashville, 
submitted a statement of the Atlanta 
and Knoxville and the L. and N. ém 
Georgia for the fiscal years of 1903, 
1904, 1905 and 1906, which showed 
a deficit all along the line. Mr. Stone 
saia Georgia could not complain of 
the high rates of the I. and N., as 
other stetes had to bear Georgia's 
burden. Operating expenses are rap- 
idiy increasing, while there is an or- 
ganized effort to decrease the rate. 
The average rate received by the L. 
and N. tn Georgia was two and one- 
half cents, due to the reduction of 
rates for special occasions which ben- 
efit the public and the towns that re- 
ceived the travel.

‘No complaint ever having been made 
that the passenger fares of the.Gouth- 
ern Railway Company. whether of its 
maximum or of its average fare, in the 
state of Georgia are too high, or are un- 
just or unfair, we are manifestly at a 
disadvantage in making an answer why 
these fares should not be reduced. The 
only suggestion of any reason why such 
reduction should be made in the com- 
munication of the officers of the r- 
mers’ Union to the railroad commission 
of Georgia is the statement in this com- 
munication concerning the adoption of 
the two-cent rate so generally fixed by 
the various states during the past few 
months. The facts are that no two- 
cent rate has been generally fixed. or

“The passenger earnings per passen- 
ger train mile of the Southern railway 
in the state of Georgia for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1906, were, for in- 
trastate pass@.ger traffic, an average of 
about 37% cents per mile. How small 
this is can be seen when it is under- 
stood that the interstate commerce come 
mission’s report shows that the average 
earnings per passenger train for the 
United States, including mail and ex- 
press, is $1.15 per mile. ‘ 

‘The Southern railway gives this great 
amount of service for the state of Geor- 
gia with a hope of developing the state 
in all of its business interests. Certainly 
it cannot be expected that even these 
small returns shall be further curtailed 
and the same amount of service con- 
tinued, to say nothing of increasing and 
improving this service, which really is 
the thing the Southern railway hopes 
and desires most of all to do. 

“It is not the average number of pas- 
Sengers in each coach, nor the average 
number of passengers in each train, 
which is the test of the cost of con- 
ducting passenger service, but it is 
the maximum number of passengers 
for which service has to be provided 
that is the real test, and it is on this 
account that most of the time the 
carriers are offering more service than 
they can possibly get pay for. 

“For a number of years the inter- 
State commerce commission endeavored 
to keep statistics showing the cost of 
conducting passenger traffic and its 
last report -in this respect was - in 
1893, showing then that it cost 1.99 
cents per mile to carry a passenger; 
this being true in that year, consider- 
ing now the enormously increased ex- 
pense of the service, the cost would, 
of course, be very much greater, so 
that by these comparisons it is cer- 
tainly plain that 3 cents per mile 
as the maximum in Georgia is not ex- 
cessive. And were the maximum made 
2 cents per mile, it would really be 
much less than the cost of the service 
in accordance with these statistics. 

“For the fiscal year ended June 30. 
1906, the approximate déficit from in- 
trastate operations in the state of 
Georgia by the Southern railway 
amounted to $213,120.77. This is sim- 
ply the result of the actual earnings, 
with the actual operating expenses, 
including taxes and revenues appli- 
cable to the state of Georgia. It does 
not include any interest payments on 
stocks or bonds or any other securi- 
ties. We estimate that a reduction in 
our passenger fares such as is con- 
templated in this petition would

Eyesight and Health. 


The very intimate relation between | 


‘the eyes dnd the general health and | 


the difference in the use of the eyes 
by the civilized man and the primitive 
savage is the subject of a-very inter- 
esting discussion by Dr. Luther H. 
Gulick, director of physical training | 
in the New York public schools. 

The influence exerted upon the 
straining of the eyes is out of all. 
proportion to the size of the nerves | 
which convey 
brain. That headaches are fre- 
attributable to eye strain is | 
41 matter of common knowledge, but | 
how many realize that indigestion, 
backache, hysteria and even epileptic |, 
fiis may be traced to the same source? | 

That the impressions conveyed to 
the brain through the eyes furnish, 
the foundation of our thinking is the 
he lief of Dr. Gulick, and he declares 
“eonstant exhaustion and strain of 
these visual centers will frequently 
cause disturbances of the most ex- 
tensive character.” 

The startling assertion is made 
that probably. one-fourth of the edu- 
cated people in America suffer from 
afflictions that may be directly trace- 
in large measure, to eye strain. 
Furthermore, it is said that something 
like one-third of the children in the 
higher grades of primary schools need 
to wear spectacles for the correction 
of more or less serious visual defects. 
William H. Maxwell, superintendent 
of schools of New York city, is now 
favoring a scheme to furnish specta- 
cles free to all pupils of the public 
schools whose visién is defective. 

It is more than probable that suffi- 
cient attention hag not heretofore 
been given to the influence of eye 
strain in the school work of a child. 
Where defects in eyesight exist, con- 
tinued study, requiring close con- 
centration upon printed pages,is im- 
possible, at least with any degree of 
comfort. If persisted in, the resuit- 
ing strain will affect not only the 
eyes and intensify any existing defect, 
but will result in both physical and 
nervous disorders. 

In view of the disclosures made by 
Dr. Gulick, it would seem to be a vi- 
tally meoessary and valuable feature 
of the work performed by other direc- 
tors of physical training in public 
schools, to insure the health and com- 
fort of the children committed to their 
charge by pointing out the necessity 
for correction where visual defects 
exist. It is not to be supposed that 


ought always to be a medical graduate

The Immigration Commission. 

The immigration commission which 
organized this week in Washington 
has before it a work of the most vital 
imiportance. The whole country will 
be largely interested in its investiga- 
tions and conclusions, but the south 
particularly. 

Senator Latimer, of South Carolina, 
and Representative Burnett, of Aia- 
bama, are members of the commis- 
sion. They are familiar with the 
southern situation, the need of immi- 
gration, the necessity for fresh im- 
portations of new people and of Capa- 
ble people. The opportunity is theirs 
to do a work for the south which will 
be of supreme importance just now. 

The commission is not» limited in 
the matter of expenditures. Its mem- 
bers may go whithersoever they list. 
Moreover, each can take along a pri- 
vate stenographer to take down any 
facts that maw be of interest or value. 
The government will pay the freight. 

First, it is expected that they will 
visit each important immigration port 
in the United ‘States and have a look 
at things. Next, they will try a 
junket to Europe—all at Uncle Sam’s 
expense—and see what things look 
like in the native home o* the pros- 
pective immigrant. 

Whether it will be a junket, pure 
and simple, or whether real valuable, 
serviceable information i~ to be se- 
cured, cepends upon the attitude of 
the commissioners.

Editor Constitution: I have read, 
with considerable interest Mr. Gads- 
den’s article in The Constitution of | 
April 20, and also the editorial enti- 
‘tled “The Home-Owning Immigrant 
First,” and since I am deepiy interest- | 
ed in this question, having recently | 
effected an arrangement for securing 
some white settlers in Hancock coun- 
ty, I thought it might be interesting 
to you to know something of the par- 
ticulars. 

In the first place, I think Mr. Gads- | 
den is entirely correct, but this is a 
question not for the south as a sec- 
tion to settle, but for individual land- 
owners in the south.

In my judgment, while 10-cent cot- 
ton is doing a-great deal to enhance |

I think we should make it a 
custom to pay a negro laborer the 
same as we pay our clerks. or white 
employees, according to the value of 
his service, and if a negro laborer 
does better work than other laborers, 
he should be paid more than the other, 
and were we to hold’ out this induce- 
ment to the negroes in our employ 
and thus furnish them an incentive to 
put forth their best efforts~and make 
of themselves better laborers, the char- 
acter of their work would be very 
much improved, and it a~vould be a 
profitable change to the white land- 
lord.

HUDSON INSPECTS CROPS 


| Finds Fort Valley and Marshaliville 
Will Have Fair Peach Crop, but 

| Cotton Has Suffered Severely 

| and Much Replanting 

Will Be Necessary. 


Returning to Atlanta after a visit to 
Fort Valley and Marshallville. Com- 
| missioner of Agriculture T. C. Hudson 
said yesterday he was gratified to be 
lable to announce that a much larger 
crop of peaches will be had from those 
than was anticipated imme- 
diately after the freeze. 
“IT was informed by several of 
| peach growers,” Mr. Hudson said, “that 
there would be approximately a 50 per 
crop at both of those points. A 
well-known Marshaliville grower stated 
at least !50 cars would be shipped 
| from that point, and with the smaller 
tax on the trees, the fruit will, in all 
probability be of a finer flavor. 
“There is no doubt about the fact. 
however,” Mr. Hudson continued, “that 
cotton has suffered severely. I know 
of s@veral instances where the seed 
planted after the first freeze failed to 
germinate and rotted in the cold 
damp ground, necessitating even a 
third planting. Of course replanting 
‘where needed will be general. but it 
' will be found tn many cases that ten- 
ants and croppers, especially negroes, 
will not replant where they have left 
even a fourth of a crop, and in other 
cases replanting will have to be done 
with inferior seed. For these reasons 
I am of the opinion that the final 
crop results wiil be matertaliy af- 
fected by the April cold weather.”
